Fort Crook is ten miles south of 
this city. 
The accident is believed to 
have resulted from a misunderstand­ 
ing of orders on the part of the freight 
crew. 
A passenger train, due to leave this 
city for the south about the time of 
the accident, was converted into a re­ 
lief train and sent to the scene of the 
occident. 
The train returned to this city with 
the uninjured and several of those 
who were injured slightly, who w ere! tatjve 
sent on their way. 
The more serious ' 
ly injured are being cared for at tile 
Arm y hospital at Fort Crook. 
At tile point of collision the track 
makes a sharp curve, shutting off the 
view of the Fort Crook station, where 
Engineer E. C. Crawford of the freight 
first caught sight of No. 105, whlCu 
was coming at high speed.
